« new and more beautiful edifice was 
reared on the Bite of the old, in which 
this blackened 
Virgin held the most 


conspicuous place. Wonderful stories 
of marvellous cures which resulted from 
pr.iyers offered to her circulated through- 
out the country, and she was snrronnd- 
td by tokens of gratitude sent from 
fur and npur. Costly jewelH, dromonds 
und pearls were among the gifts of the 
wealthy. When the rough and sturdy 
Frrderick the Great encamped with his 
army in thnt section of the country one 
of his soldiers went into the chape!, 
nnJ, being too strongly tempted, quietly 
put into his packet a large diamond and 
a still larger pearl.
